' At the conclusion of 'Mr. Fulton's 
argument for the' State this afternoon, 
Mr. Smythe for the defense surprised 
everybody by announcing that the de- 
fense would submit the case without 
argument. Court thereupon adjourned 


- till 5:30 this afternoon jto permit the 


court to charge the jury. This means 
the Collins case will go to the jury 
tonight. 


It is possible the court's charge tan 


not be ready by 5:30 but it is the in- 
tention of giving the case to the jury 
as scon as the charge is completed 
and delivered by.the court. 


The principal event today in the 


George E. Collies murder trial which 
is now drawing to a close was the 
testimony of the defendant who was 
sworn following the evidence-of'one 
of his attorneys, Mr. H. C. Webster 
of Toledo 
Collins went on the stand 


at 9:15 this morning. The defendant's 
testimony was clear and he held np 
very well Bunder the strict cross exam- 
ination by: Prosecutor Fitzgibbon. 


Immediately after Collins was ex- 


cused, the attorneys for the defense 
rested, "and the State's witnesses in 
rebuttal were called. 


At just 1:40 this afternoon the State 


finally rested and in ten minutes At- 
torney T. B. Fulton began 'his argu-

NEWARK OLD FOLKS 


Should Read This. 


Washington, May 4. — The depart- 


ment of justice will immediately begin 
thorough Investigation of the relations 
ef the so-called oil trust and a number 
of railroads, with a view of de£ermin-. 
ing whether there have been viola- 
tions of the anti-rebate law. The basis 
for this investigation will be the infor- 
mation recently submitted to the re- 
port of Commissioner Garfield of the 
bureau of corporations, which is soon 
to be made public. This report, it is 
learned, deals only with the subject 
ef rebates, and does not go into the 
question of violations of the anti-trust 
law. If it is found rebates have been 
given by the railroads and accepted 
by the so-called oil trust, steps will be 
at once taken, it is asserted, to bring 
the matter before 'the ,grand juries in 
the localities where 'the alleged viola- 
tions took place, with a view to prose- 
cutions in the courts. It is not 
thought that the department of justice 
in conducting its inquiries will require 
the services of any one outside of the 
department proper and the United 
States attorneys and other officers un- 
der its immediate 'direction. 


Gempers'-, Appeal. 


Washington, May 4. — President 


Gompers of the-American'Federation 
of Labor made what he hoped would 
be his last appeal for congressional 
action on the eight-hour bill^ He talk- 
ed to the house committee" on labor 
with great frankness and earnestness. 
Year after year, he said, the argument 
and printed record had piled up. The 
laboring people oLthe country were 
earnest in their desire for .the legisla- 
tion. Patience was exhausted, and it 
was earnestly hoped that the present 
session of congress would not adjourn 
without action.

KI-J1L SCHOOL GARDEN IS AV OUT 


I>OOK LABORATORY' FOR 


USEFUL PURPOSE. 


May Be Used For Three Purposes.

Hamilton Institute. 


The following is taken from a talk 


on. School Gardens by Mabel Koyes -at 
tho Newark High school: 


In •considering school gardens there 


are two main ideas: (1) The (adorn- 
ment of the grounds; (2) The making 
of distinct gardens for direct instruc- 
tion 


The first idea is of universal appli- 


cation. Every school ground can be 
improved first by cleaning 
up and 


then by grading, seeding and plant- 
ing. 
This improvement should be a 


matter of neighborhood pride. 
It 


shows the (people's interest for the 
things that are theirs. The first thing 
to do is to secure this interest .and 
much of it may be accomplished by in- 
teresting the children 
The next 


thing is to clean up. It must be un- 
derstood from the beginning fohat no 
ideal plan of landscape gardening- can 
be carried out at once. The cleaning 
up once done the lawn should be seen 
to and then comes the planting. The 
ground should be ro'ade interesting to 
the onlooker as a picture as a whole, 
and not as a collection of plants. It 
must be remembered that during a 
large part of the year it -will be prac- 
tically without care, and so the plant- 
ing must be able to maintain itself it 
necessary. The centres should be lek 
open and the planting thrown mostly 
to the borders. 
Elaborate designs in 


bedding and scattered effects are to 
be avoided. Have the planting as 
Hit- 


tie and simple a® possible and yet ac- 
complish the desired results. 


The real school garden is a difierent 


idea from this. It is an outdoor lab- 
oratory and should have a special area 
set aside for it just las any other lab- 
oratory has. Its real object is not to

profits. The supervision of the work 
is in the hands of the director of ag- 
ricultural department of the Institute, 
who decides what 
vegetables and 


flowers shall be planted and how tfrey 
shall he arranged. This gives sym- 
metry and order to tie garden as a 
whole. To make it of 
practicable 


value in later life and to give it dig- 
nity and interest the gardening is pre- 
ceded by experiments 
illustrating 


plant growth and a study is (made of 
seed dispersion, the Value of different 
soils and the effects of different in- 
sects. The results of two years in this 
school have been very good. A bene- 
ficial rivalry has sprung up between 
the owners of adjoining plots, an in- 
terest in birds, insects and the beauty 
of wayside flowers and otler common 
things has been developed.

It is impossible, to work a material 


imorovenjent in conditions , such as 
above described "merely through the 
instrumentality of a law suit. A law 
suit is often a necessary method; but 
by itself it is an utterly Inadequate 
method. What is needed is the con- 
ferring upon the Commission of am- 
ple affirmative power, so conferred as 
to make its decisions take effect at 
once,» subject only to such action by 
the court as is demanded by the Con- 
stitution. The courts have the power 
to, and will undoubtedly, Interfere if 
the action of the Commission should 
become in 
effect confiscatory of the 


property of an individual or corpora- 
tion, or if the Commission should un- 
dertake to add anything beyond the 
authority conferred upon It by the 
law under which it is acting. I am 
well aware that within the limits thus 
set the Commission may at times be 
guilty of injustice; 
but far grossev 


and far more frequent injustice, and 
injustice of a much more Injurious 
kind, now results and must always re- 
sult from the 
failure to give the 


Commission ample power to act 
promptly and effectively within these 


after discussing the matter of direct 
giving of rebates, the commissioner 
says: 


"So far as discovered the secret 


rates enjoyed by the Standaid. except

Washington, May 4.—In the senate 


Mr. Tillman apoke at some*length 
in an effort to show by criticism of 
individual judges that the power of 
granting temporary injunctions by in- 
ferio/ Unltad States courts should be 
taken from them m interstate com- 
merce commission cases, and he was 
followed 
by Messis Bacon, Bailey, 


Teller and Foraker in speeches of 
some length. Mr. Tillman's speech 
consisted mainly,of quotations reflect- 
ing upon the conduct of federal judges 
in different 
parts of the country. 


While he was speaking he engaged in 
controversy with Mr. Spooner, in 
which the Wisconsin senator charge* 
terized bis adversary* reference to 
him as "indecent," and during which 
Mr. Tillman ordered Mr. Spooner to 
take his seat 
Mr Bacon criticised 


the course of Mr. Tillman as calcu- 
lated to pYoduce a false impression on 
the country, and vrat- in turn censured 
by Mr. Bailey, who held that while the 
office of judge is entitled to the great- 
est respect, there should be reverence 
for judges as men. The army appro- 
priation bill, carrying an appropriation 
of about $74,000,000, was passed. 


In the course of his speech Mr. Till- 


man referred to the division of the 
supreme court income tax case, saying 
that in that case one of the judges 
had changed his mind. Thus, he said, 
the practice of a century was reversed, 
an£ the country submitted merely be- 
cause of the plea that the highest 
court of the country must be sus- 
tained. He could not accept the idea 
that there was anything holy about a 
judge. He therefore saw- no reason 
why 
the 
non-suspension provision 


should not be "tried on." He cited 
other cas^s in other courts intended 
to show that some judges are "not 
only not infallible but not incorrupt- 
ible." 
"•! believe it has come to be 


held gopd law to issue injunctions 
against strikers," said Mis Tillman, 
and added: "If it is not the senator 
from Wisconsin (Mr. Spooner) wir^ 
correct." The nature of the appeal to" 
him evidently angered Mr. Spooner. 
He rose and replied sharply, saying, 
"The senator from South Carolina for- 
gets -what is decent when he chal- 
lenges me in that 'way." 


Mr. Tillman next referred to a pleas- 


ure trip to Tampico, given by three 
Kansas railroads to "Federal Judges 
McPherson, Phillips and Pollock. The 
account was condensed from the Kan- 
sas City papers and showed that the 
judges had been transported in a spe- 
cial car and were accompanied by the 
general solicitors of- the railroads giv- 
ing the excursion. ,Mr. Tillman said 
he would have judges keep themselves 
above suspicion like Caesar would 
have had his wife. Mr. Tillman also 
called attention to a 'railroad case at 
Sherman, Tex., in which he declared 
Circuit Judge McConnick had declined 
for six years to allow an unprejudiced 
judge to sit. He said that the matter 
had been brought to the attention of 
congress by the petition and declared 
that with such a jndge sitting 'in a 
given case complainants would have 
to "whistle for relief." He would stop 
judicial tyrants from denying justice.
